Ile said the Mustangs’ bullets 
blew up the lauk iii the stream.

District Attorney Curtin's request 
that Allen Im* held un a charge of 
murder was challenged by the boy’s 
attorney, who wanted the youth 
held under an open charge of homi­ 
cide.
